Army Air Man’s Experiment at 
Rantoul, Ill., May Develop 


Corporal Garland E. Cain of the 
United States Army Air 
knows today just how he looked 
when he made a parachute jump 
of 4000 feet yesterday. He took 
pictures of himself’ as he de- 
scended. He used two built-over 
cameras of midget size, each weigh- 
ing three ounces, They were tied 
to his chest. Eight of the pictures 
were upward views, which included 
closeups of his facial expressions. 
The others were downward views. 
Commenting on the experiment, 
Lieut. James A. Mars, commandant 
of the air corps technical school at 
Chanute Field, said that “success- 
ful completion of this test may re- 
sult in the development of new 
parachute maneuvers.” He added 
that the test proved that. with cool- 
ness the jumper may rely on his 
parachute, leaving himself free to 
do other work gn his descent. 
“I had a lot ofthings to remem- 
ber,” Cain said, ‘“‘but made my first 
shot holding the camera out at 
arm's length directed at my face.”

The design requires that at least 
this much would have to be erect- 
ed at firsf, leaving the remainder 
for the future if Congress should 
not grant additional funds. 

For the first five stories the 
walls on the Market, Twelfth and 
| Eleventh sides will consist largely 
of colonnades, with 14 columns re- 
cessed within the wall for the main 
|entrance on Market and 11 col- 
umns recessed on each of the other 
sides. While these columns some- 


‘architecture, Russell described 
'they as plain cylinders, but they 
have a little ornamentation at the 
top. They strike a note of mod- 
ernism in keeping with the whole 
design. 

The sixth story in the basic por- 
tion will be above a cornice and 
capping its walls at each of the 
four corners will be great stone 
eagles.

Details of Prosecution to 
Be Given Out When Chi- 
cago Gangster Ends Bus- 
iness in Courts. 


MITCHELL RESTATES 
FEDERAL POSITION 


Says Racketeer Problem 
Lies With States but Gov- 
ernment Is Willing to Ex- 
tend Aid. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 5.—The 


public is to learn the inside story 
of the Federal prosecution of 
“Scarface’ Al Capone, Attorney- 
General Mitchell said yesterday in 


answer to questions about a report- 
ed agreement between the Chicago 
gangster and Federal officials con- 
cerning his plea of guilty to charges 
of income tax law violation. 

However, the secrets are to be 
retained at the Justice Department 
until Capone has completed his 
business in the courts. Mitchell had 
planned to congratulate those re- 
sponsible for obtaining indictments 
against the gang ieader but had to 
withhwld his mes3sges when Feca- 
eral Judge Wilkervon in Chicago 
announced in court no previous 
agreement would influence him. 

The court permitted Capone to 
withdraw his plea of guilty to the 
income tax law violations, and set 
the case for trial on Sept. 8. Ca- 
pone’s plea of guilty to prohibition 
law violations will be considered at 
the same time. 

“As long as the case is pending 
in the courts,” Mitchell said, “no 
statement about it can be issued 
from this department. The reason 
for this is obvious. After the case 
is finally disposed of in the courts, 
any information we may have about 
it here will be available to the 
press or to anyone who is inter- 
ested.” 

Mitchell reaffirmed the Govern- 
ment’s position that gangster prob- 


"lems are largely those of the states, 


adding that “there is not much sat- 
isfaction in getting a racketeer for 
violation of the income tax laws 
when they are machine gunning 
children in the street.” He re- 
ferred to the recent shooting of 
children by gangsters in New York. 

However, the Attorney-General 
said the Government was willing to 
give assistance to the states, al- 
though its aid was less direct. 

“The Government is not in a po- 
sition to handle local offenses even 
if it wanted to,” he continued. “It 
is not right to shoulder off this 
problem on Uncle Sam. In fact, it 
would be the worst thing that could 
happen if all these cases were 
dumped into Federal hands. I 
would upset our whole scheme of 
government.” 


GRASSHOPPER PLAGUE WIDENS 
RANGE TO 50 MILES A DAY 


Little Hope of Control This Season 
in Northwest and in the 


Central States. 
By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 5.—Grass- 


hoppers ravaging the fields of 
Northwest and Central states have 
broadened their range to 50 miles 
a day by taking to their wings and 
have left little hope for their cqn- 
trol this season. 

Dr. W. H. Larrimer, entomolo-| 
gist, said the poisoning campaign 
in the infested states was being 
conducted actively and that by con- 
tinuing it throughout the fall and 
next spring the damage from al- 
most certain outbreaks next years 
might be minimized. 

The department is receiving pre- 
liminary reports of insect damage 
in the Dakotas, Nebraska, Iowa, 
Minnesota and Montana. Detailed 
reports are to come soon from 
country agents. George L. Hoff- 
man, director of the seed loan of- 
fice, discussed the situation with 
President Hoover yesterday. He is 
expected to make known soon how 
much Federal aid can be given the 
stricken sections.

Despite its heavy load of fuel,

OKLAHOMA STATUTE

OKLAHOMA CITY, Ok., Aug. 5. 

OV. MURRAY is shutting 
G down oil wells in Oklahoma 

under a provision -of the 
State conservation law, making 
it illegal to produce oil when 
the price is below the cost of 
production. 

The State Supreme Court in 
1912 held that the military was 
inferior to the civil power.

Pipe Lines Running. 

Pipe lines got off to a slow start 
in the Oklahoma City field because 
National Guardsmen sought to pre- 
vent removal of available oil from 
leases but Otto Bradford, field um- 
pire, interceded and at noon the 
pipe lines were running available 
crude oil. Gov. Murray’s executive 
order did not shut down pipe lines. 

Col. Murray visited the Okla- 
homa City field early this morning, 
finding operations at only 12 wells 
Which were exempt from the de- 
cree. Detachments of State troops 
patrolled some sections, ordered to 
maintain military control against 
all orders save those of the Presi- 
dent or the Supreme Court of the 
United States. 


Production Record in East 
Texas Field. 
DALLAS, Tex., Aug. 5.—While 
the Texas Legislature in special ses- 
sion, called July 14 by Gov. Sterling 


to enact emergency measures, con- 
siders oil conservation measures, 
the East Texas field has reached 
a new production peak, with an 
average Of 597,551 barrels daily last 
week. That figures, estimated, rep- 
resented an increase of 92,605 bar- 
rels daily over the previous week. 

Unofficial estimates were that, 
at the present rate, production in 
the East Texas field would amount 
to more than 20,000,000 barrels 
within 30 days. Most of the in- 
crease was attributed to the Joiner 
pool, where 37 new wells were com- 
pleted last week. More than 8&0 
wells were completed in the field. 

Present proration orders of the 
Texas Railroad Commission ap- 
pear to have been forgotten by pro- 
ducers, as the week’s average ex- 
ceeded by 400,000 barrels daily the 
allowance under the commission’s 
last proration order. 

An effort was made by.Capt. J. 
F. Lucey of Dallas, former chair- 
man of the East Texas Arbitration 
Committee, at the instance of Okla- 
homa producers, to obtain a vohin- 
tary shut down of East Texas wells 
until the price of crude oil reached 
$1 a barrel. In the Texas Legis- 
lature, the fight over whether a 
State oil regulatory commission 
should have power to prevent pro- 
duction above reasonable market 
demand seemed won by those op- 
posed to such a proposal. Gov. 
Sterling sent message to the Leg- 
islature saying he would veto any 
measure giving a commission such 
power, being convineed it would 
tend to establish a monopoly. The 
House, sitting as committee of the 
whole, killed the market demand 
feature, 90 to 28, and a Senatecom- 
mittee voted a favorable report on 
an administration bill which did 
not refer to market demand. 

The Governor recommended that 
the tax on oil production be .in- 
creased from 2 per cent of the oil’s 
value to 2 cents a barrel. A House 
committee reported this bill un- 
favorably. .

TWO ENGINEMIEN 
KILLED IN WRECK

Passenger Locomotive Up- 
sets on Side Track Near 
Van Buren, Ark.,— 
Switch Tampered With. 


The engineer and fireman were 
killed when a Frisco passenger 
train, which had left St. Louis at 
9:45 a. m. yesterday, was wrecked 
near Van Buren, Ark., shortly after 
last midnight. 

The engineer was Lee Keithiey, 
Monett, Mo., and the fireman was 
W. J. Weeks, Fort Smith, Ark. They 
had taken charge of the locomo- 
tive when the train, known as No. 
703, departed from Monett at 7:50 


p. m. From St. Louis to Monett 
the train was known as No. 3. 

One passenger, J. M. Woodward, 
Fort Smith, was taken to a hospital 
suffering from severe bruises and 
possibly a broken rib and other in- 
ternal injuries. 

J. H. McCommon, a section fore- 
man at Van Buren, was injured 
while clearing the wreckage. His 
right foot was crushed, necessitat- 
ing amputation, 

Shortly after the train left Van 

Buren, when traveling about 40 
miles an hour, it struck a switch 
which turned it upon a stub-end 
side track.

Depreciation in Value of As- 
sets Causes Action by 
State Official—Liquida- 
tion to Start at Once.

NEW YORK, Aug. 5.—Joseph 
A. Broderick, superintendent of 
banks, closed three banks-and a 
safe deposit company in New York 
City today because each of them 
had experienced a depreciation in 
the value of its assets. 

The banks taken over are the 
American Union Bank,-the Inter- 
national-Madison Bank & Trust 
Co., the Times Square Trust Co. 
and its affiliate, the Times Square 
Safe Deposit Co. 

The deposit liabilities of the 
three banks, taken as of the close 
of business on Aug. 1, total approx- 
imately $15,000,000. 

In a short announcement Brod- 
erick stated that “‘because of the 
nonliquid condition and deprecia- 
tion of the banks’ assets it is 
deemed unsafe and inexpedient to 
permit the institutions to continue 
in business.” 

Liquidation of the banks will be 
commenced at once and the bank- 
ing department expects payments 
will be made in each case in about 
90 days. 

The deposit liabilities of the 
American Union Bank are $7,094 - 
000, the International-Madison 
Bank $6,811,000 and the Times 
Square Trust Co., $1,438,000. 

Solomon Fillin, president of the 
International-Madison Bank, de- 
clared today his bank was solvent 
and depositors would receive 100 
cents on the dollar and the stock- 
holders a substantial payment on 
their stock.

TABOR PRESIDENT FEARS 
SNEW YORK BANK REBELLION BY THE JOBLESS 


Green Declares Political System Will Be Up- 
set Unless Industry and Government Co- 
operate—For 3-Day Week if Necessary.

NEW BEDFORD, Mass., Aug. 5. 


—President William Green of the 
American Federation of Labor 
fears “a rebellion of the army of 
unemployed which will upset our

Stressing the seriousness of the 
unemployment situktion, Green 
asked: “Are we going to makes it 
necessary for workers to raid stores 
because their children are starv- 
ing? Can the financiers and the 
wealthy feel secure in their homes 
when millions are hungry?’’ 

Distribution of work so that 
every man shall have his share, 
even if # were necessary to reduce 
the work week to three days, main- 
tenance of the present wage scale 
and expenditure of Government 
monies for public works were cited 
by Green as means of solving the 
unemployment problem. 

For National Conference, 

Disagreeing with the belief of 
some that the Government owes 
them a living, President Green 
said, however, ‘“‘that the one per- 
son clothed with ability to speak 
for the 120 millions of people of 
this nation” should call a confer- 
ence of economists to deal with 
the problem of unemployment. 
President Hoover, he said, should 
command the leaders of industry 
to join with him in a study and 
the formation of plans for over- 
coming the situation. If President 
Hoover doeg not do this, Green 
said, he should admit “the present 


economic structure of the country 
is an absolute failure.’’ 

“Organized labor will tell indus- 
try at a conference in Washington 
how to do it if they do not know 
themselves how to do it,” Green 
said with reference to the remedy 
for unemployment. 

“While 6,000,000 are idle there 
are still between 20,000,000 and 40,- 
000,000 employed,” Green said. 
“But the man who is idle can’t buy. 
When he is out of work he is no 
longer part of the purchasing pow- 
er of the r tion. He is out of the 
consuming. market, except for bare 
necessities. Six million purchasing 
units out of the consuming ca- 
pacity is bound to have its effects, 
and the other 20,000,000 refuse to 
buy to their maximum capacity. 
Why? Because of fear, fear that 
they themselves may be idle tomor- 
row. They are afraid, fear pos- 
sesses them. 

How to Remove Fear. 

“Now, 6,000,000 out because they 
cannot buy and 20,000,000 because 
they will not, is the situation. We 
can make these 20,000,000 purchase 
when and if their employers tell 
them that, no matter what happens, 
no matter what comes, they are 
secure in their s. If the em- 
ployers do that, then these 20,000,- 
000 people will go to the markets, 
to the sales agencies. There is noth- 
ing else could have such a magic 
effect than to remove that fear.” 

The five-day week shoulc be put 
into effect in private and Govern- 
ment industry to bring about a bal- 
anced employment situatio~ and ab- 
sorb workers who have been forced 
from employment by the advances 
of science and machinery, Green 
said.

A mail fraud case against Roy 
C. Toombs, former president of the 
International Life Insurance Co. of 
St. Louis, will be called in Federal 
Court here next month, following 
Toombs’ release yesterday from the 
Missouri penitentiary. He served 
17 months and 9 days of the three- 
year term imposed on him in the 
State court, where he was convict- 
ed of issuing unauthorized stock of 
the insurance company. 

Toombs, who removed $3,562,000 
of the insurance company’s assets 
through deals with his Chicago 


brokerage firm, was indicted by the 
Federal grand jury Feb. 20, 1929, 
on the charge of using the mails to 
further a scheme to defraud. Le 
is under $15,000 bond to appear 
whenever the case is called, and 
for this reason the Federal officials 
did not place a hold order at the 
penitentiary in anticipation of his 
release. 

The Federal indictment against 
Toombs charges in two counts that 
he directed employes of the in- 
surance company to mail false cer- 
tificates of the company’s stock to 
him in Chicago, and in a third 
count, that he caused a draft with 
faise stock certificates attached to 
be mailed to a New York bank. 
Punishment, on conviction, would 
be a fine up to $1000 or imprison- 
ment up to five years on each 
count. 

Toombs was indicted by the Chi- 
cago Federal grand jury on a mail 
fraud charge, and was fined $10,- 
000 and costs, but a bonding con- 
cern has paid the fine. He was 
convicted in the State court here 
on a second charge of fraudulent 
stock issuance, and got a second 
three-year sentence, but the Mis-

CHICKEN THIEF SLAIN 


BY EAST SIDE FARMER © 


Victim Identified as Man Held 
Several Times for Petty 
Offenses. 


A man killed early today by Alex 
Koskoski, a farmer living on the 
Caseyville road near East St. Louis, 
when Koskoski fired on five men 
he caught stealing 150 chickens, 
was identified by police as Albert 
Nelson, 23-year-old laborer, 330 
North Sixth street, East St. Louis. 

Nelson had a record of several 
arrests as a suspect in petty of- 
fenses, but never was convicted. 
He was released from jail in East 
St. Louls Monday after having 
been held for 20 hours on sus- 
picion. 

The farmer said he was awak- 
ened first at 1:30 o’clock and 
found four men leaving his yard 
with part of the chickens, He 
caught up with a fifth man and 
struggled with him but all five 
escaped down the road. 

Returning to his house, Koskoski 
related, he was awakened again 
two hours later when the men re- 
turned and he found on that occa- 
sion that they had taken the rest 
of the chickens and were appar- 
ently hiding them in a cornfield. 
He : iid the men threatened him 
with a revolver as they left. 

Going to a neighbor’s home, he 
obtained a shotgun and hid in the 
cornfield. An hour later he saw the 
men returning in a roadster and 
ordered them to halt. Four of the 
men leaped off the car and ran. As 
the driver continued toward -+hhim 
he fired, shooting the man in the 
right chest and killing him in- 
stantly. 

The automobile stopped within 
a few feet. The body was taken to 
the Kurrus undertaking establish- 
ment, where it was identified. Al- 
though no charge has been placed 
against Koskoski, he is held pend- 
ing an inquest tomorrow. Police 
are searching for Nelson’s compan- 
ions.

DO-X ON WAY 100 7 
ARRIVES AT BARIA 


Stops at Several Brazilian 
Points and Havana Planned 
on New York Flight.

German seaplane DO-X arrived 
here at 4:05 p. m. today (1:05 p. 
m. St. Louis time), nine hours and 
35 minutes after leaving Rio de 
Janeiro on its flight to New York. 
The plane was to remain here 
overnight.

RIO DE JANEIRO, Brazil, Aug. 
5.—The seaplane DO-X, on the way 
to New York with 10 passengers, 
landed at Caravellas at 11:30 a. m.

The next scheduled stop is Bahia, 
where she will remain overnight. 

The DO-X took off at 6:36 a. m. 

St. Louis time) today 
on its way to the United States. 

The plane was in command of 
Lieut.

S. N., and carried 10 passengers, 
four for New York, one for Miami 
and five for Brazilian ports. There 
were two women aboard, Mrs. Clara 
Adams, American, and Frau R.

Declares Russia Is Merely Working Out Fa- 
bian Socialism—“Communist System 
Intensely Religious.”

LONDON, Aug. 5.—If Russia’s 
Communists could hear him talk 
about them, said George Bernard 
Shaw today, they would call him

HAVANA GENERAL STRIKE ENDS;

Street Cars Bombed and Workers 
Fight Police; Walkout in 12 
Cities.

HAVANA, Aug. 5.—Havana’s 
24-hour general strike was ended 
today with more than 100 persons 
under arrest and four persons 
wounded. 

Bombing of street cars, exchange 
of shots between policemen and 
some of the 40,000 strikers, dissolu- 
tion of groups by police and deten- 
tion of laborers for carrying arms 
marked Havana's part in the strike, 
involving 12 of Cuba’s large cities.

LENS OF 50 PRISMS 
SHOWS MOVEMENT OF 
ELECTRONS IN ATOM 


California Scientist Announces 
Result of Test With 
X-Rays. 


By the Associated Press, 
PASADENA, Cal., Aug. 5.—Com- 


pletion of a ‘spectograph proving 
the effect of the X-ray on electrons 
within in atom is to be announced 
to the scientifc world next week in 
a paper by Jesse Williar Monroe 
Du Mond and Harry McAllister 
Kirkpatrick of the California Insti- 
tute of Technology. 

Their device establishes, accord- 
ing to -he two scientists, that there 
is electronic motion within the 
atom, the X-ray acting on the elec- 
trons in the manner of a billiard 
ball- rolled violently into the midst 
of other billiard balls. 

The theory was conceived by Du 
Mond and Kirkpatrick four years 
ago, and they have worked stead- 
ily since in contriving a 50-crystal 
prism, every prism being fixed on 
a single line in the spectrum. They 
said they assumed at the start that 
X-ray waves are scattered by elec- 
trons, and that, as the scattering 
angle is increased, a broader line 
would be cast by the X-ray spec- 
trum. Their second hypothesis was 
that a narrower angle would result 


| 
in a narrower line. 


The instrument proves both the- 
ories, they declared. It is so deli- 
cately adjusted that the spectra 
cast by the 50 prisms can be so 
superimposed that all the spectrum 
lines fall .xactly on the same place 
on a photographic plate.

A TOTAL FALURE 
SAYS ECONOMIST 


Prof. Herbert von Becker- 
ath of Bonn University 
Says Germany Cannot 


Spare Capital.

WILLIAMSTOWN, Mass., Aug. 5. 


— Blind hatred has been injected 
into discussions of the German 
reparations problem rather than a 
spirit of fair co-operation in re- 
building an almost ruined world, 
Prof. Herbert von Beckerath of the 


University of Bonn told the Insti- 
tute of Politics here last night. 

In the first of three lectures on 
the German economic situation, 
Von Beckerath said the reparations 
scheme has proved a complete fail- 
ure from an economic viewpoint. 

“Perhaps not sO much by reason 
of exchange difficulties,’’ he said, 
“but because Germany in her ac- 
tual state could not do without the 
capital which year by year was 
withdrawn for her reparation serv- 
ice.” 

He said that out of more than 
six billion dollars of foreign cred- 
its which have been used since the 
Dawes plan started, more than half 
was due to excessive interior con- 
sumption and to the faults of Ger- 
man interior politics. 


‘“‘Nevertheless,” he said, “there 
are about two and one-half billion 
dollars of foreign credits which we 
took in order to make reparation 
payments possible.” 

The economist said it would have 
been impossible for Germany to 
provide these sums even with the 
utmost thrift. The situation, he 
said, is aggravated by an expensive 
democratic system difficult to deal 
with in an emergency such as Ger- 
many has just passed through.

It is necessary to go back to Oc- 
tober, 1852, to find a period when 
the price was as low. In that month 
it sold at 45 cents, while in May, 
1851, it was down to 28 cents, the 
lowest figure known since Chicago 
became a factor in the Western 
grajn trade. 

Futures opened % to 1% cents 
lower on the Board of Trade after 
selling at new lows for the season 
‘yesterday, with the September 
touching 48% cents on the break, 
a new all-time low record for that 
month. 

Prevailing low prices for wheat 
were reflected in all the leading 
markets of the world. Liverpool 
reported wheat from the Danube 
River offered at 48% cents @ 
| bushel, cost, insurance and freight 
paid. An examination of records 
showed that at no time since 1592, 
or 339 years ago, was the price 
level near that. 

Argentine farmers fare as badly 
as those in Europe. August de- 
livery in Buenos Aires was quoted 
at 40 cents yesterday, a figure 
which is regarded as equal to 13 
cents a bushel to the producer 
after allowance is made for thresh- 


ing and for freight charges to the 
ports. 
Winnipeg wheat prices were

Outer Parks and the East Side. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HAT was an excellent editorial you 
T had in last Saturday’s Post-Dispatch 
On outer park systems. 

I have only one fault to find with it, 
namely, that the writer, for the time 
being, forgot that St. Louis, the metrop- 
olis, has an East as well as a West side. 

Why not embrace us in your thinking 
and your plans? An outer park system 
is an outstanding need, not only for the 
St. Louis that lies in Missouri, but for the 
St. Louis that lies in Illinois. Let's pro- 
mote the two together. 

Recently the Tri-County Regional 
Planning Federation of Madison, St. 
Clair and Monroe counties adopted a 
resolution calling upon the St. Louis 
Chamber of Commerce to convene @ con- 
ference of al] interested persons On an 
outer park system for the entire St. Louis 
area, and in general to use its best in- 
fluence to that end. 

In the meantime, Illinois St. Louis is 
not resting on its oars. Four mailes east 
of the river, on the Collinsville road, 
there is a fine State park of 144 acres— 
Cahokia Mound Park, replete with scenic 
and historic interest—as free to Mis- 
sourians as to I}linoisans—yours as well 
as ours. 

The City of East St. Louis has already 
gone far in developing a fine outer park 
in the area formerly occupied by Pitts- 
burg Lake. Alton is making a vigorous 
effort to line up a State par): of some 3000 
acres near Grafton, along the Illinois 
River, and appears likely to succeed. 

Granite City, with the active co-opera- 
tion not only of other cities in Madison 
County, but of East St. Louis, has or- 
ganized an association, under the leader- 
ship of C. W. Terry of Edwardsville, to 
work for the preservation of the Horse- 
shoe Lake area asa place of public 
recreation forever. This is a fine body 
of water, some 2500 acres in extent, con- 
taining an island of 390 acres. Fish 
abound, while in the wooded and 
swampy stretches to the southwest game 
is plentiful. The gross aréa of the pro- 
jected park is roundly 3500 acres, ex- 
tending on the south to contact and em- 
brace Cahokia Park. 

Though lying wholly in Madison) 
County, the lake is about as near East 
St. Louis as Granite City and Madison 
and, if anything, more accessible there- 
from. With the completion of certain 
road projects in the county program, the 
park will be rendered just about as 
accessible to Edwardsville and Collins- 
ville. It will also be convenient to all 
sections of Missouri St. Louis, via Granite 
City or via East St. Louis, Altogether, 
it is a project to fire the imagination, 
with its possibilities for furnishing recre- 
ation and amusement to the people of 
this entire area. 

We are only too giad to share this 
great gift of nature with the rest of 
metropolitan St. Louis, and while to a 
considerable extent it is our job to put 
over the project, the moral support, at 
least, of St. Louis City and County would 
aid not a little and would be most cor- 
dially welcome. 

I might also seize this occasion to in- 
vite your attention to the scenic highway 
in course of realization skirting the base 
of ine Diutts which, by the end of this 
year, shouvld be complete all the way 
from Cahokia to the foot of Sunset Hill, 
and which ultimately will extend all the 
way to Alton.

REDEEMING ST. LOUIS COUNTY. 

Impressed by the facts discovered in the recent 
investigation of the murder of Deputy Constable Neu, 
Prosecuting Attorney Castlen of St. Louis County 
has decided to reopen the case and redeem the good 
name of the county. The facts warrant the belief 
that the case can now be successfully prosecuted, the 
murderers convicted, the eight-year-o}d mystery 
solved and justice done. These facts, printed in the 
Post-Dispatch, may again be reviewed. 

Deputy Constable Neu was murdered while per- 
forming his duty as a traffic officer. He stopped a 
car traveling east on Gravois at a high rate of speed. 
The car was a Cadillac. There were several men in 
it. This car was preceded by another car, occupied 
only by the man driving it. According to eyewitnesses, 
somebody in the Cadillac, when stopped by Constable 
Neu, shot the officer twice, hitting him both times in 
the shoulder. Meantime, the car ahead had stopped 
and backed to the Cadillac. As the officer fell, 
with two bullets in his shoulder, the driver of the 
car ahead leaped out and fired the finishing shot 
from a gun held within a foot of the fallen officer's 
face. Then the men in the Cadillac climbed into the 
other car and roared away. The abandoned Cadillac, 
it was later learned, had been used by the robbers 
of a mail truck the day before. 

County officers at that time suspected that the 
murderers of Constable Neu were Egan gangsters,’ 
but were unable to prove it. Yet incriminating evi- 
dence, bearing the earmarks of proof, was forthcom- 
ing. It appeared 18 months later. in the testimony 
of Ray Renard, Government witness in the trial of 
his former associates, the Egan gangsters, for the 
mail robbery. As Renard told it, the securities stolen 
in the mail robbery had been taken to the house of 
Max Simonson in Fenton. The robbers wanted to 
cache the loot in a safer place, and they wanted to 
get rid of the tell-tale Cadillac car. Renard was de- 
tailed to pilot the trip, so to speak. He led the way 
and set the pace, in a car which he drove, in which 
there was no other occupant. He had been told to 
see the Cadillac to the city limits. Arriving there 
in advance, he waited for some 30 minutes to three- 
quarters of an hour. Fearing the Cadillac had 
got into trouble, he drove back on Gravois. See- 
ing the Cadillac surrounded by a crowd, he realized 
his companions had got into trouble, and he turned 
his car around and “beat it.” 

That is Renard’s story, which would absolve him 
from complicity in the murder, but the eyewitnesses 
of the murder dispute it. In the time that he said 
he waited for the Cadillac to join him at the city 
limits—whether 30 or 45 minutes—the Cadillac could 
have traveled the distance from Fenton several times. 
Nobody in the crowd that quickly gathered after the 
shooting saw a car turn around at the murder scene 
as Renard says he did. How could he have retraced 
his steps—it was only a half-mile to where the Cad- 
illac- was abandoned—without passing the fugitives? 
Still, he said nothing about seeing them: Yet there 
was a second car, in which the gangsters in the Cad- 
illac made their escape. Whose car was it? The driv- 
er of that car was the man who fired his gun into 
the face of Constable Neu as the young officer begged, 
“For God’s sake, don’t shoot any more.” 

Who were the men in the Cadillac? Renard iden- 
tified two of them. One was Roy Tipton, released 
from Leavenworth by the influence of State Senator 
Kinney and now serving a sentence in the Missouri 
penitentiary, with the possibility of a parole in a few 
months. Another is “Dizzy” Daniels, in the Missouri 
penitentiary for the murder of a policeman. Renard 
is at liberty in California. 

Those are the facts upon which Prosecuting At- 
torney Castlen may proceed to bring the murderers 
of Constable Neu to justice, a necessary achievement 
if justice is to triumph over murder in St. Louis 
County. “A heinous crime,” indeed, as Judge Faris 
observed in ruling out the testimony of the killing 
as inadmissible in the mail robbery trial, “that the 
proper State officers should. investigate.” 

The proper State officer is Prosecuting Attorney 
Castlen, who is to be commended for his decision to 
reopen the case, 
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PATHFINDER OF THE YELLOWSTONE. 

When John Colter came back to St. Louis from 
the Northwest in 1810, he had a hard time finding 
anyone who would believe his stories. So wild and 
incredible were the adventures of the shaggy-bearded 
explorer that residents of the little river trading post 
shook their heads in honest doubt. ‘“Colter’s Hell,” 
as what is now Yellowstone Park was known for 
years in St. Louis, served to give the former hunter 
for Lewis and Clark a prodigious reputation as a pic- 
turesque romancer. But in all the clusters of listen- 
ers, no one could contradict the hunter’s story. Now, 
of course, it is borne out by a thousand familiar gro- 
tesqueries of nature, a veritable playground of the 
elements. 

Leaving the Lewis and Clark party on the return 
trip, Colter set out with two companions to have a 
look at the fire-breathing and cloud-making wonder- 
land of the Indians. The breath-taking exploits which 
followed make up a dramatic but forgotten chapter in 
the winning of the West. In the current issue of 
American Forests, they are retold in a manner cer- 
tain to interest anyone whose imagination has a place 
for the olden day and whose hero roll has room for 
a fearless trail blazer of that time. 
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A FORMER SENATOR FOR REPRESENTATIVE. 
Friends of former Senator Atlee Pomerene of Ohio, 
including many Cleveland newspaper men, are urg- 
ing him to be a candidate for the House of Repre- 
sentatives to fill a vacancy in one of the Cleveland 
districts. It is said that, should he consent, he would 
in all probability be elected. There is no doubt about 
Mr. Pomerene’s ability. First elected to the Senate 
in 1911, he was one of the legislative leaders of the 
Wilson administrations. He helped frame the Fed- 
eral Reserve Banking Act and took an important part 
in the enactment of thé Federal Trade Commission 
Act, the Federal Farm Loan Act and other measurés 
which gave the first Wilson administration a record 
of progressive achievement. That he is no blind 
wearer of the partisan label was.shown by his sup- 
port of the Washington arms conference, despite his 
party's general opposition. His work as counsel for 
the Government, resulting in the recovery of the 
leased oil reserves, was one of the outstanding pieces 
of public service in recent years. , 

For a former Senator to serve as Representative is 
unusual, but not unknown. The late Theodore E. 
Burton represented a Cleveland district in the House 
after serving a term for Ohio in the Senate. For 
that matter, two ex-Presidents went to Congress: 
John Quincy Adams to the House for Massachusetts,

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OUR RELIEF PROBLEM. 

A body of men demanding food for their families 
invaded stores at England, Ark., one day last winter, 
in the darkest moment of that region’s destitution. 
Storekeepers gave them supplies, and the resuTtant 
discussion caused aid from outside to flow into the 
district, including a shipment of food from Henry- 
etta, Ok. Last week a similar food shortage occurred 
at Henryetta, and merchants gave food to the needy 
who entered their stores asking for it. It became 
the turn of rehabilitated England to return bread cast 
upon the waters. Farmers there, who have enjoyed 
bountiful crops, immediately loaded trucks with food 
and sent it to Henryetta. 
This exchange between two afflicted towns reflects 
the fine spirit of helpfulness which has been and 
will remain so large an element in coping with the 
needs engendered by the depression. Through this 
season’s heavy production of foodstuffs, rural dis- 
tricts are better equipped than are the cities to help 
themselves and their neighbors, though unemploy- 
ment has worked its havoc there as well. Relief in 
urban districts for the coming winter is a heavy 
problem before our public leaders. Mr. Hoover con- 
fers with Secretary Doak on the subject; the Red 
Cross indorses help by local units; the President’s 
Emergency Committee on Employment calls attention 
to the increasing need. In view of continuing unem- 
ployment and the depletion of civic and private re- 
lief resources, as pointed out in the New Republic 
article reprinted on this page, persons who view the 
coming months with apprehension need not be classed 
as alarmists. 
Whether private generosity and municipal means 
will be sufficient to counteract the predicted destitu- 
tion is the question. St. Louis already has been 
shocked to learn that despite expenditure in 1930 of 
$4,027,000, including the Community Fund budget, 
$350,000 additional will be needed to finish the year, 
with an unestimated amount necessary for 1932. We 
are reaping the bitter fruits of economic maladjust- 
ment, and our nation’s greatest ingenuity and utmost 
generosity will be required to guide us through until 
spring. 
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AN EXAMPLE OF COURAGE. 
Oscar Johnson’s resistance to the two hoodlums 
who robbed and then attempted to kidnap him is a 
fine example of courage in a truly dangerous situa- 
tion. His captors were armed with a pistol and a 
riot gun and were sitting on either side of him in 
the automobile when Johnson broke the ignition key 
with a kick and disabled the car. He then fought the 
two men, although one of them got in repeated blows 
with a heavy pistol butt, until they lost their nerve 
and ran off. If the authorities whose duty it is to 
prosecute the two gangsters show half the pluck and 
spirit that Johnson did, the thugs who had the 
effrontery to seize him in broad daylight upon a pub- 
lic highway will soon have to answer for their crime. 
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OUR POLICE DEPARTMENT IS PRAISED. 
St. Louis was one of the few cities singled out for 
praise in the Wickersham Commission’s scathing in- 
dictment of police corruption and incompetence in 
the United States. The commission noted with ap- 
proval “the vigorous character of the personal in- 
terview which forms a part of the test given appli- 
cants.” It points out that of 453 men examined for 
the St. Louis force in two months of 1925, only 44 
were declared eligible, and the personal interview 
alone eliminated 76.2 per cent of the group. The 
commission also commended St. Louis for its excel- 
lent police headquarters facilities. 
The commission might have gone further in fash- 
ioning its bouquet for our Police Department. Under 
the leadership of Col. Orrick and Mr. Hocker, the de- 
partment has been unusually free from political in- 
fluence, with a marked increase in its efficiency. 
Politics is the curse of police départments in other 
cities, and will be the undding of our own if it 
is permitted to creep in. Establishment of the 
traffic bureau for minor offenses and introduction 
of police radio are two of the numerous recent in- 
novations designed to moflernize and improve traffic 
regulation and crime detection. 
While the department is bowing gracefully in the 
direction of the Wickersham Commission, however, it 
is only fair to say that it is not without many of the 
faults ascribed to police work generally by the com- 
mission. Numerous major crimes committed in re- 
cent years remain unsolved and, while the city is not 
plagued with gangsters as is Chicago, we still have 
our share of the beady-eyed gentry. Chief Gerk and 
his men have a great dpportunity in the Grand Na- 
tional Bank case. They are showing doggedness in 
pursuing that robbery, after the disappointment they 
suffered when Bostelman, the most promising sus- 
pect, was released. Perhaps the apprehension of 
Wincel Urban will lead to final solution. If so, an- 
other blossom will be added to the Wickersham 
tribute. 
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FLIGHTS WITHOUT THRILLS. 
Flights across the Atlantic are not what they 
were. This despite the fact that each new flight 
marks another step forward for aviation and wrests 
a few more secrets from the atmosphere. There has 
not been a single ocean flight this week, yet the sky- 
ways have not been deserted. Pangborn and Herndon 
are flying around the world, but their effort is some- 
thing of an anti-climax, after Post and Gatty’s 
whirlwind dash. It would have taken on an element 
of glamour had they broken the time record of their 
predecessors, but since they have given up that idea, 
it becomes merely a pedestrian jaunt. Their project- 
ed Tokio-to-Seattle non-stop flight will be the thrill 
of the week, if it proves successful. The refueling 
plan for distance flights would have received a shct 
in the arm had Robbins and Jones succeeded in their 
nonstop Seattle-Tokio venture. They had bad luck, 
but previous refueling flights already had proved that 
time records, if not distance marks, could be set in 
this way. Someone will still carry out their idea, 
and that will be something to cheer about. Even 
the Lindberghs’ flight to the Orient, though a mag: 
nificent conception, has its dull moments. They 
might touch it up, now that they are zooming along 
the Arctic Circle, by making a side excursion to the 
North Pole, or they could have taken the baby along.

Next Winter’s Starvation 


Municipal and county units, viewed as mainstay in next winter's relief demands, suf- 
fer from curtailed revenue; private charity, too, is “drying up at the source”; 
Federal plans have brought little aid, while prospects for great destitution in- 
crease; Mr. Hoover is urged to face necessity for increasing taxes on well-to-do.

O doubt readers are sick and tired of 
N gloomy prognostications concerning 

next winter’s unemployment problem in 
America. We are just gs weary as they 
are. But so are the hungry tired of being 
hungry. If, as we believe to be the case, 
the country is threatened with genuine dis- 
aster in the next six months, it is folly to 
close our eyes to it. 

The President’s Emergency Committee 
for Employment has just made public a 
report on the situation throughout’ the 
United States. It was prepared by Allen 
T. Burns, executive director of the National 
Association of Community Chests and 
Councils, who, because of his official posi- 
tion, undoubtedly knows as much as any- 
one in the country about the emergency 
and the means of meeting it. Mr. Burne is 
convinced that the need for relief next win- 
ter will equal, if not surpass, that of 1930- 
31. He writes: “Private philanthropy can- 
not possibly raise all the funds needed to 
meet the aggregate demand. The larger 
percentage of the direct relief burden must 
be met through municipal and county ap- 


propriations.”

How well are the forces of public and 
private charity equipped for their great 
task? Mr. Burns points out that in many 
places all funds raised for emergency relief 
from private sources have been exhausted, 
with the year only half gone, necessitat- 
ing additional emergency measures, In cer- 
tain communities, he admits, it is hopeless 
to attempt to solve the problem locally. 
Private charity is drying up at its source. 
Some of those who have given can no long- 
er afford to do so; others who begin to feel 
they are pouring money into a bottomless 
pit are reducing or omitting their gifts. The 
same is true of the unrecorded charity of 
the poor to the poor, neighbor helping 
neighbor, which is enormously important 
even though it never gets into the statistics 
or the limelight. 

Even the aid from municipalities and 
counties is being drastically curtailed; many 
of them have reached the bottom of the 
treasury. In Detroit, while the city’s finan- 
cial situation is not quite so bad as un- 
friendly propaganda has implied, it is grave 
enough so that the monthly expenditure for 
the unemployed has been cut by five- 
eighths. Chicago's financial difficulties are 
world famous; she cannot even meet her 
own municipal payroll until her tax assess- 
ment situation is rectified and her income 
from taxes restored to normal. In some 
agricultural regions, farmers are unable to 
pay their taxes and a temporary moratori- 
um has perforce been declared. 

+ * +. 


President Hoover's Emergency Commit- 
tee has been functioning busily for many 
months, but in all fairness it must be said 
that its results are virtually nil. All the 
vast furor about Federal appropriations for 
public works finally added up into a few 
hundred million dollars, of which two- 
thirds is reported to be still lying unex- 
pended in the Treasury, with complete un- 
certainty as to when, if ever, it will be 
spent. President Hoover vetoed the only 
measures which would have contributed 
substantially to unemployment relief, the 
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Wagner bills for a system of unified na- 
tional labor exchanges. ‘ 

There is, then, a perfectly good chance 
that at least some hundreds of thousands 
of Americans, among the 18,000,000 to 24,- 
000,000 of the unemployed and their fami- 
lies, will be without funds this winter and 
unable to obtain needed relief from eithe§ 
private charity, municipalities or counties. 
Where else can they turn? There is only 
one other source of aid: the Federal Treas- 
ury. And Mr. Hoover, as is well known, is 
at present bitterly determined to prevent 
expenditure of Federal funds for direct aid. 
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He has, it must be admitted, a better case 
against such relief at the moment than he 
had a year ago. Largely because of the 
soldiers’ bonus law, there is a deficit in the 
budget for this year of about $1,000,000,000. 
The United States will forego several hun- 
dred million dollars of European war debt 
payments. The amazing experiment con- 
ducted by the Farm Board has resulted in a 
paper loss of many million dollars, which 
seems certain to turn into an actual] one. 
Mr. Hoover is trying to meet this situation 
by economy in operation of the Govern- 
ment. It is absolutely impossible to econ- 
omize sufficiently to make any impression 
on the deficit, and this is the one time of 
all when such economy is undesirable. It 
means dismissing Government employes to 
swéll the ranks of the unemployed. It 
means taking Federal money out of circu- 
lation when it might be counteracting the 
depression. 

The one sensible answer to this dilemma 
is the one which Mr. Hoover is trying with 
all his might to avoid. It is an increase in 
taxes On the rich and the well-to-do, Taxes 
of this character in America are amazingly 
low compared with those in other indus- 
trialized nations. They are low because Mr. 
Hoover and his administration are much 
more the representatives of this special 
class than of the people as a whole. They 
are kept low in accordance with Mr. Mel- 
lon’s utterly exploded theory that this is 
the way to maintain prosperity—a theory 
which was false when he first uttered it and 
is rendered completely ridiculous by the 
present period of depression. They are kept 
low partly because it is believed that to in- 
crease them they might jeopardize Mr. 
Hoover's plans for renomination and re- 
election in 1932. 

With 6,000,000 unemployed and the exist- 
ing machinery for relief at the breaking 
point, it is no longer possible to be tolerant 
of Mr. Hoover’s medieval philosophy and 
the neurotic stubbornness with which he 
clings to his refusal to act.

St. Clair County Says Amount Is 
Due on Cahokia Generat- 
ing Plant. 

Suit for $173,884.99 for a bal- 
ance alleged to be due St. Clair 
County on last year’s taxes on the 
Cahokia generating plant was filed 
against the Union Electric Light & 
Power Co. in Circuit Court at 
Belleville yesterday. The company 
paid $93,141.74 on its $267,026.73 
tax bill, saying that was what it 
owed on a proper assessment. 

The plant, which is across the 
river from South St. Louis, for- 
merly was assessed at $3.755,000. 
Last year the County Board of Re- 
view increased the assessment to 
$8,755,000. The company argued 
that this represented 97 per cent 
of actual value, whereas the law 
limited assessments to 35 per cent 
of actual value.
